of an address on all resi- 
dential property in the 
unincorporated areas of 
Coffee County. 

“Tt is the goal of all our 
first responders to address 
any emergency request as 
soon as humanly possible,” 
Brown said. “However, 
many residences in the 
unincorporated areas of the 
county do not display an 
address at the entrance of 
their property or on the 
house itself.” 

He said this could cause 
delays in the response time 
putting at-risk life, limb, 
and property. 

“In order to correct this 
issue and promote safety 
and the preservation of life, 
we are asking you [Coffee 
County Commission] to 
approve a resolution requir- 
ing the display of an 
address on all residential 
property in the unincorpo- 
rated areas of Coffee 
County,” Brown said. 

Brown also said Coffee 
County EMA encourages 
all residents to support the 
resolution. He said all are 
asked to display a reflective 
sign with at least 2-% inch 
letters at the entrance of 
their property. 


Brown noted this resolu- 
tion is supported by all the 
volunteer fire departments 
within the county, and he 
said some of those had 
even agreed to forego their 
profit on reflective signs 
they sale and reduce the 
cost from $25 to $20 for the 
signs. 

“For those residents that 
don’t wish to purchase a 
sign on their own, the vol- 
unteer fire departments of 
Battens, Goodman, 5-Star, 
New Brockton and Tri- 
Communities can make a 
sign for a fee of only $20,” 
Brown said. 

Brown had a sign made 
by one of the volunteer fire 
department available for 
display during Monday’s 
meeting, and he said these 
signs have 3-inch lettering 
as opposed to the required 
2-% inch lettering noted in 
the resolution. 

Commissioners voted 
unanimously to approve the 
resolution as presented by 
the Coffee County EMA. 

“We thank you for your 
attention and appreciate 
your support in this effort 
to increase the safety of the 
citizens in Coffee County,” 
Brown said.

Elba City Council told Flood Control 
Pump repaired and back in service

The Elba City Council 
meeting Monday evening, 
April 9, and heard Police 
Chief Freddy Hanchey 
report that the last half of 
March saw an upswing in 
police activity. 

Hanchey singled out two 
deaths investigated by the 
department. One was clas- 
sified as a murder and the 
second was determined to 
be of natural causes. 

Hanchey also noted the 
new police car should be 
arriving soon and would be 
on the road a few days after 
that. 

Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Boothe reported only one 
bid was received on the 
Fire Department specialty 
truck. She noted the price 
was slightly higher than 
originally estimated but 
was within an acceptable 
range. Once the order is 
officially placed, the unit 
should be delivered within 
several months. 

Boothe said the new fire 
truck that has been on order 
for several months will be 
Officially delivered to the 
City on Wednesday of this 
week. Local fire officials 


have examined the truck 
and reported that every- 
thing seems to be in order. 

Boothe also reported the 
flood pump that was report- 
ed as out of order in 
January, has been repaired 


and is back in service. © 


Rewinding of the motor, 
etc., cost $16,610. 

Council members again 
discussed the selling of a 
city-owned property behind 
Cook Chevrolet. It was dis- 
covered just a couple of 
months ago that it was 
owned by the city and not 
part of the Cook Chevrolet 
property. Cook Chevrolet 
had offered to buy the lot 
but no decision was made 
Monday evening. 

Keith Grantham was 
named to a term on the 
property abatement board. 
A couple of other board 
slots were not discussed, 
pending council members 


having someone to recom- 
mend for the positions. 
Monthly bills totaling 
$214,239.31 were 
approved for payment. 
These included the last 
$17,500 portion of a fine 
from ADEM over some 


ongoing sewer disposal 
issues. 

Another biggie was the 
$20,377. payment for 


employee health insurance. 
The city also purchased a 
state surplus truck for the 
Recreation Department. 

Landfill fees for the 
month totaled. $5,089.40. 
Retirement system cost for 
the month was $13,054.75 
and a monthly bank note 
payment was $18,648.44. 

An insurance payment 
was $13,734.38, gas and oil 
totaled $10,690,32. 

The overall total also 
included the flood pump 
repairs mentioned above.

Now we find out that all that attor- 
ney-client privilege stuff is just “sometimes” true. 
Trump’s attorney, Michael Cohen, gave us armchair 
legal experts a reason to take at least one more law 
course before hanging out our shingle. The FBI visited 
Cohen’s office, hotel room, and maybe some other 
places Monday and walked away with all sorts of 
records — probably dealing with Trump, politics and/or a 
certain young female who claims to have had an affair 
with Trump some time back. Now the president has 
something else to be mad about and maybe even miss a 
few hours of sleep — especially if he knows the sort of 
stuff on those records can be damaging to him or his 
political career.

School’s head nurse Sharon 
Stinson. 

The program is scarce in 
Alabama with Zion Chapel 
being one of few in the state 
to incorporate “Stop the 
Bleed” - a campaign 
launched by the White 
House in 2015 that encour- 
ages the training of both 
school faculty and 
bystanders in life-saving 
techniques. It is vital that 
faculty be trained in the 
proper use of a tourniquet 
because of the school’s dis- 
tance from emergency 


responders as well as the 
increased chance of saving 
lives that would be lost
